4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute.

Note: John Frederick Amelung, of Bremen, Germany, established the New Bremen 
Glass Manufactory in 1784, in Frederick County, Md. According to George S. and Helen Mc- 
Kearin (op. cit.), it occupied a unique and outstanding position in the annals of eighteenth 
century glass making in America, in that so far as is known, Amelung is the only glass 
maker of that period who left any inscribed and dated examples of his work; and because 
of the noteworthy superiority of its craftsmanship.

139 to 143) comprise a suite consisting of a sofa, two arm- 
chairs, twelve side chairs and two footstools made by Duncan Phyfe for the country 
mansion called ‘Belmont’ at 57th Street and the East River, New York City, the resi- 
dence of Thomas Cornell Pearsall, commission merchant, shipowner and a noted collector 
in the fine arts. 
Thomas Cornell Pearsall (1768-1820) was the son of Thomas Pearsall (1735-1807) 
and Phebe Cornell (b. 1736); he married on April 20, 1799 Frances Buchanan (b. 1779), 
daughter of Thomas and Almy Buchanan. 
At his death his possessions, including the present suite, were inherited by his daugh- 
ter, Miss Phoebe Pearsall (1813-1895) who lived at 3 Waverly Place and afterwards 175 
Madison Avenue, New York. She bequeathed the suite to her niece Frances Pearsall 
Bradhurst (1834-1907) who married Augustus Field. At Mrs Field’s death the suite was 
inherited by her daughter, Mary Field (Mrs Henry Wilmerding Payne) (1860-1942) who 
had occupied the family house at 14 west 36 Street, New York.
